\Viish‘mgloii, July 17.—The decision 
of the {id mill ¡.strut ion at the end of a 
most eventful day is that the United 
Statts government is still not nt war 
with the government of China. The 
i»ig“ hnppcnhigs^ at Tientsin, coming on 
lop of the stories of the last struggles 
at Peking, have not affected the atti* 
tilde of the administration on 
this 
point; the United Statet« and China are 
technically at xieace. 
But this >state- 
nient .«hoiikl not be accepted a.s indicat­ 
ing a purpone on the part of the United 
Btates government to hold its hand in 
the administration of swift and ade* 
<iuate punishment upon the Chinese, 
without regniti lo station, who may be 
re^poní^lble for the outragei« of the past 
few weeks. It means simply that the 
fiovernment of the I’nited .States feels 
that it ran best .nchieve that purpose 
b.V regarding the statusufllcially as one 
of |H‘Uce.
